embarked upon her schooling, at- 
tending public and private educa- 
tional institutions until 1867, when 
she entered the Lake Erie Semi- 
nar>, at FameiVille, Ouio 
iliss 


Gillett graduated from this school 
in 1870, several days piior to her 
eighteenth birthday 


WAS SCHOOL TEACHER. 
Following her graduation Missi 


Gillett entered the teacher s pro- 
fession, harboring In the meantime I 
a strong desire to study law 
In-; 


spired by the success of Mrs Belva j 
A. Lockwood as a lawjer in Wash-, 
ington — who, incidentally, 
was 
the first woman to argue a case be- 
fore the United States 
supreme 
court—Miss Gillett 
deserted her 


teaching position to come to Wash- 
ington to study law. 


But upon reaching the national 
capital Miss Gillett learned that 
the university from 
which .Mrs. 


Lockwood had received her degree 
had barred its doors 
to 
TV omen 


Undaunted by this setback, she be- 
gan the study of law under the tu- 
telage of Mrs LockTvood, later en- 
tering the law department of How- 
ard university, at that time the only 
law class available to women 


After several years of intensive 


study Miss Gillett finally realized 
her mobt cherished ambition when, 
in 188;!, she obtained her degree 
and was admitted to the bar 
EQU VL RIGHTS ADVOCATE. 
A strong adherent of women's 


rights and a firm believer in mak- 
ing the opportunities open to men 
available . to, women, Misk Gillett 


established a law class for women! 
in 1S96, with only three students j 
Two years 
later, however, the 


Washington College of Law was in- 
corpoiated as 
an 
institution of 


leainlng, and today it bears a na- 
tion-wide reputation, attracting to 
its classrooms students 
from all 


sections of the country. 
Miss Gillett also has the distinc- 


tion of being the first woman to 
leceive an appointment as a notary 
public from a president 
of 
the 


United States. 
In 18S1 she ie-| 
ceived such 
a. commission from 


President Garfield, and it was re- 
newed by each succeeding presi- 
dent until a few years ago, when 
she voluntarily relinquished it.

MOVIES AS REFINERS. 


In a sense not generally realized the motion 


picture industry is in Hie refining business. 
With, each month in the Los Angeles district it 
rescues from nine to ten thousand ounces of 
ailyer, or enough to coin between eleven and 
twelve thousand dollars. 
The silver refining 


business is a side-line of the film industry. 


Motion picture film, like other photographic 


film, owes its sensitieness to light on certain 
compounds of silver known, as haloids, accord- 
Ing to C. A- Ttyers in Engineering and Mining 
'Journal-Press. After development much of the 
silver compound is left in the film in its orig- 
inal state and must be removed to make the 
film transparent. For this purpose a chemi- 
cal must be used •which wi^j dissolve Hie silver 
haloid but not the reduced silver. "Hypo" is 
ttsed. 


It is this dissolved silver salt, •which ac- 


cumulates in tbe hypo bath that is responsible 
for the motion picture industry's side-line of 
eilver refining.

matter from the film coating, that it must be 
discarded for new.

In 
cirrhosis the 
enlargement 


need not be constant. It may get 
big and small by spells. OI course, 
.there are other causes for enlarge- 
ment of the liver. In 'persons who 
are overfleshy there may be over- 
size of this organ, as well as of all 
the other* organs. 
Tuberculosis, 


certain blood diseases, tumor and 
heart disease have enlarged liver 
as an occasional symptom. 


In cirrhosis there ia gradual en- 


largement as the alcoholic habit 
grows on its victim. Having reach- 
ed its maximum size, it gradually 
declines in size, increasing in hard- 
ness. 
' 


There may be an associated ca- 


tarrh of the stomach and bowels. 
Later there is dropsy of the abdo- 
men. 
There may be hemorrhoids 


and slight jaundice. 


Later there may be delirium, un- 


consciousness and convulsions. 


Unless the habits ara changed 
the prospect of recovery of the 
cirrhosis patient is not good. 


If the symptoms become acute, 


other food and drink must bs cut 
off and the patient put on a milk 
diet for several weeks. 


Tapping may be necessary for 


the dropsy, p.nd then a support- 
ing binder may pormote comfort. 


It is not alone the abuse of al- 


cohol that may cause cirrhosis ~pt 
the liver. 
Abnormal consumption, 


of spicea and flavors may do th-»" 
same thing. 
Likewise tha poisons 


produced in chronic dyspepsia may 
have cirrhosis of the liver as a 
complication.

- The exact location of scais, 


. marks, moles and burns on the 
body is also provideeT for by 
Bertillon.

In taking tho Bertillon meas- 


urements of a man, and this is 
always done where one is -con- 
victed of a felony, he is stripped 
o£ all 
clothing, 
placed 
on a 
scales-to be weighed, the meas- 
urements of -various parts cf hi«s 
body are made and put into a 
chart that becomes part of his 
record, and the Bertillon expert 
goes over every inch of his body 
searching 
for 
scars 
These 


scars are put down with a de- 
sciiption of their 
nature, 
size 


and location. 
The 
hnger-prinlmg, 
photo- 


graphing and classifying accoi cl- 
ing to modus opeiandi is done 
at the same time although it ia 
outside the Bertillon procedure 
proper. 


After a criminal has been sub- 


jected to all this performance, 
he is so thoroughly identified 
that he could never conceal his 
true self if arrested again. No 
matter how much he might 
change his appearance by grow- 
ing a beard, by disfigurement, or 
other means, the measurements 
of the bony parts of his body 
will r»mam the same. 


Quite obviously tho criminal 


cannot be Bertilloned until he is 
captured and by the same token 
this science is of small use in 
apprehending the first offender. 


However, when you take -into 


consideration the fact that 75 
per cent of all crime is com- 
mitted by jailbirds and ex-con- 
victs, you will then understand 
why it is so important that tho ' 
police have an exact tab on that

Important 
and

fact, very few big crimes are 
committed without an ex-con- 
vict being mixed up in them. 


The finger print alone does 


practically all that an entire 
Bertillon record can do—identi- 
fles^the owner.
